Judge Landis commenced reading 


his decision at 10 o'clock and con- 
sumed approximately an hour before 
he announced the penal ty.

Then she walked north on Clay- 


street and was not seen again until 
after the deed had been committed. 
All this time she. was perfectly com- 
posed. The neighbors and the drug- 
gist say that they had no reason to 
suspect anything out of the ordinary.

Federal Grand Jury at Chi- 


cago Finds There Has 


Been Rebating. 


Chicago, Aug. 3.—Indictments were 


returned today in the United States 
district court against A. Booth & Co., 
generally known as the "fish trust;" 
the New York, Chicago and St. Louis 
Railroad company and the Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroad companj', charging them 
with violation of the first provisions 
of the Elkins law, prohibiting rebat- 
ing. 


The indictment against A. Booth & 


Co. contains 75 counts, that against 
the New York, Chicago and St. Louis 
railroad 51 counts and a joint indict- 
ment against the New York, Chicago 
and St. Louis railroad and the Lehigh 
Valley railroads contains 54 counts. 


If found guilty the corporations are 


liable to a fine of from ?1,000 to $20,- 
000 for each offense.

Fatal Accident the Eesult 


of a Poorly Built 


Scaffold. 


Samuel Sauers is dead and Fred 


Hite is badly injured as a. result of 
the giving away of a poorly built scaf- 
folding Friday afternoon about 4:40 
while the two men were painting the 
north side of the Williams building at 
61S Calhoun street. 
This side faces 


the alley and when the scaffold gave 
way Sauers was plunged head fore- 
most to the brick pavement below and 
Fred Hite landed feet first upon the 
body of his companion an instant later. 
Satiers received a gash about four and 
a half inches long on the top of his 
head and the ribs of his entire left side 
excepting possibly the upper two were 
broken. Sauers lived an hour and fif- 
teen minutes after the accident, dying 
after he had been .removed to St. Jo- 
seph hospital about 5:55. 


Hite was taken to his home at 1S01 


Rebecca street by Dr. C. W. Gordon 
and then the family doctor, J. W. Ken- 
nel, 
was called in. It was expected 


that he would have several internal 
injuries, but this morning none could 
be found and the only injury that Hite 
received was the tearing and strain- 
ing of the ligaments of his ankles.

DAINTY WASH PETTICOATS IN 


FIGURED DESIGNS WOEN NOW

If one will only take the time to in- 


vestigate a little it is perfectly as- 
tonishing to find what a number of 
pretty materials are responsible for 
the wash petticoats in New York" this 
season. Time was when such skirts 
were to be bought for their wearing 
and washing qualities only and were 
purchased simply as 
utilities and 


worn as such. 
There was nothing 


dainty or pretty about them to attract 
the eye as is seen this year, although, 
of course, the old standby, seersucker, 
has not entirely disappeared from the 
counters. 


In addition, however, there are fine 


but firm percales that wash and look 
like new until the end, in small black 
and white shepherd checks, dashing 
broken plaids 
as 
well 
as stripes, 


white and a color alternating. 


Scotch plaids in fine ginghams are 


shown, in a number of designs, some 
of them exceedingly bright and at- 
tractive. Indeed, in the weaves of 
French manufacture it, is almost im- 
possible to 
distinguish 
these ging- 


hams from silk, and this fabric, too, 
washes perfectly. 


The striped ginghams are very pret- 


ty, especially the colored designs of 
broken white stripes on a colored 
Background, pinks, blues, greens and 
reds, 
in 
every 
shade imaginable. 


The checked ginghams in white and 
a color are to be had in an equal va- 
riety. A thin galatea makes a sub- 
stantial practical petticoat, that is 
soft to waeh, but wears extremely 
well. 


The dantieat skirts are those made 


of chambray, delicate pinks, blues and 
greens, and so highlj' mercerized that 
they closely resemble taffeta. 
The 


cool looking grass linens in natural 
shades are especially desirable, be- 
ing very light in weight, yet exceed- 
ingly practical. 


The models show 
equal variety. 


Oae in pink chambray had a deep 
ruffle of the goods on the bottom that 
•was buttonholed on the edge and em- 
broidered in polka dots above in grad- 
uated sizes worked wi.th pink cotton 
In satin stitch. The flounce was head- 
ed by a group of tucks. Nothing could 
be prettier worn under a white linen 
suit for boating or general outing use, 
while the grass

Cotton torchon laces make appro- 


priate trimmings for chambray and 
for ginghams, too. Insertion alternat- 
ing with strips of the goods to form a 
deep flounce is a favored decoration 
and not difficult to accomplish. With 
the grass linens the twine color cot- 
ton lace should be used. Black and 
white 
percale's are 
strapped 
with 


black, thojgh I'm not sure that, this is 
•wise. I fancy the black will run into 
the check when the petticoat is wash- 
ed even 
with the greatest care. It 


would be better. I think, to self-trim, 
cutting little ruffles or bands on the 
bias by. way of contrast. The cheap 
black 
"mercerized 
Mexican 
braid 


might be safely used, and with.. good 
effect, too. 
Navy blue trimmed with 


bands of blue and white polka dot on 
a deep flounce Is striking, the little 
ruffle edging the bottom being plain, 
hemmed with the polka dot. 


Knife pleating and ruchtngs are not 


in good taste as a trimming to wash 
skirts, neither are they practical, as a 
visit to the laundry will show. Deep, 
straight flounces are good either tuck- 
ed/ lace trimmed or finished with a 
Uttle ruffle, and deep bias flounces. 


English Lemonade or "Squash." 


Scrub a half dozen lemons, rub all 


the "zest" from the 
peel 
over six 


lumps sugar and squeeze the juice 
over them. 
An orange and Its zest, 


or essential oil. is an addition, 
Nil 


not a necessity. So also is one cu,jful 
chopped pineapple. 
Boil four table- 


spoonfuls sugar and one cup water to 
a syrup, then add the juice and loaf 
sugar. When melted add three cups 
boiling water, cover 
close and set 


aside to cool. When thoroughly chilli?:! 
serve, adding cracked Ice if desired 
and more sugar Is not. sweet enough. 


and allow to boil until the consistency 
of thick syrup, take from the fire and 
stir frequently while cooling. 
When 


cold flavor with vanilla and a little 
cinnamon, and if it is to be used soon 
add a half cup of cream. Beat with 
sa egg beater until very light. Serve 
in tall glasses partly filled with crack- 
ed ict". This syruprvithoHt the cream 
can be bottled and. kept in the refrig- 
erator for a long time. When serving 
a tablespoonful of whipped cream can 
be put on top of each glass. 


Iced Coffee as Served at the Waldorf. 


Pour one quart boiling water on one 


cupful Java and Mocha blend coffee. 
Stir and let stand in a warm place for 
fifteen minutes, or boil five minutes. 
Strain. 
Have also a quart of well 


heated 
milk—not 
boiled—and pour 


the coffee and milk mixture into an 
ice cream freezer. Sweeten with pow- 
dered sugar—not too sweet. 
Cover 


the freezer and place in a tub of ice 
and rock salt reaching a little higher 
than the coffee comes. Turn the han-

in Drv Booms.

Housekeepers having a cottage in 


the country or by the sea for the sum- 
mer will usually save quite a deal of 
money by buying groceries in quan- 
tity from a large dealer in the home 
city. 
These tradespeople, as a rule, 


ship free of transportation, and their 
prices are decidedly less than those 
charged by small shopkeepers in a vil- 
lage. 


Keeping groceries for many Tveeks 


is not difficult, and nothing will go 
wrong if the things are carefully put 
away when received. As a rule, in 
every house there is a large pantry 
that serves admirably 
as a 
store 


room, or there is a cellar that could 
be utilized, though these subterranean 
places, are generally too damp to be 
useful for storage. 


Butter is one of the serious prob- 


lems, and for this the cellar is best, 
providing the place is cool. 
This 


dairy product is always cheaper if 
bought in large quantities, and if kept 
in a wooden tub tightly covered it 
should remain quite sweet for many 
weeks. 
In putting it away, over the 


top, next to the butter itself, place a 
piece of new muslin just, the size of 
the tub, wet with 
cold water and 


thickly covered with salt. This helps 
to exclude the air. For daily use two 
or three pounds should be kept in the 
refrigerator in a stone crock haying a 
cover, By this method it will not be 
necessary to open the tub more than 
twice a week. 


The cellar is also an excellent place 


for canned goods. There will be much 
saving of money if these are bought 
by the dozen and being hermetically 
sealed they are unaffected by possible 
damp, while the coolness Is good for 
them. 
Cheese may be kept in 
the 


same place by simply covering with 
a wire top. This permits of ventila- 
tion, so necessary to prevent mildew, 
and will also keep away rodents and 
insects. 
Lard and olive oil should 


likewise be placed in the cellar, too, 
and furthest from the food supply a 
barrel of kerosene oil. 


Sugar, salt, flour, soap and all 


cereals require 
absolute 
dryness if 


they are to keep, and for this reason 
the cellar is not to be considered. At 
the same time grains, and therefore 
flour, must have a certain coolness, 
or, more strictly speaking, must be 
kept from warmth or they will sour, 
so for that reason a garret with single 
roof, on which the sun beats all day, 
will not do. All of these should be 
placed in tins unless sugar and flour 
have been bought by the barrel. In 
that case it is the part of economy 
to keep out only a fjw pounds at a 
time in a cannister and have, the main 
supply In a store closet. 


In this store room, wherever it may 


be, have soap put on the ..top shelf, 
that the odors may not. taint, the food. 
The bars should be piled like a corn 
cob house, that, the air may circulate 
to dry and harden them. 


Raisins are best kept in a wooden 


box, and so, too, is cornmeal, for these

Departure of the New Cunard Express Steamship from Liverpool for New York 


In September Will Be Most Important Event in Maritime Commerce in Years 


—Expected to Develop the Highest Speed With Her Turbine Engines. 


(Special Correspondence to The Sentinel.) 


New York, Aug. 2.—When the new 


Cunard express steamship Lusitania 
leaves 
Liverpool for this port early 


in September her departure will mark 
the greatest event ever rcorded in the 
history of the commerce of the seas. 
All the marine experts ot the world 
and thousands upon thousands of lay- 
men will await the conclusion of what 
is thought will be the fastest ocean 
passage by the largest steamship pro- 
pelled by the greatest marine turbines 
yet constructed. 


Not "a" but "the" leviathan of the 


sea is this great liner, beside which 
the lagest steamships 
now in the 


transatlantic trade seem small. 
Now 


in -Jrydoek on the other side, the offi- 
cial speed trials of the Lustitania will 
soon be held. 
Already, with her bot- 


tom fouled with the clinging mucl of 
the river Clyde, a measured mile test 
gives her speed at twenty-five knots, 
and the endurance tests to be run are 
expected to demonstrate her capacity 
to make this speed day after day on 
her regular trips in the service of the 
Cunard line. 


The product of two years in 
the 


hands of her builders, Messrs. John 
Brown & Co., Ltd., of Clydebank, the 
great size o£ the Lusitania may be re- 
alized when it is known that with 
an ordinary amount of cargo and pas- 
sengers the throbbing mass of steel 
and fittings will weigh 
more 
than 


forty-five thousand tons. 
She is 750 


feet in length, 88 feet ia.breadth and 
60 feet in moulded depth, with a load 
draught of 37 leet 6 inches. 
The tur- 


bine engines which are to drive the 
four propellers of the liner at a twen- 
ty-five knot gait are to develop 70,000 
horse power, or nearly 25,000 horse 
power more than the great quadruple 
reciprocating engines of the 
Kaiser 


Wilhelm II., of the 
North German 


Lloyd line, the highest type of their 
kind in the world. 


It is such figures as these that mark 


the Lusitacia and her consort, the 
Mauretania. which, exactly like her in 
every detail, will follow one month 
later, as marine objects of the great- 
est interest. 
Other hitherto large 


liners are dwarfed by comparison, and 
monarchs of the sea for some years to 
come the two" Cunarders 
will 
be. 


Wherever they may be sighted they 
will be readily known by their four big 
funnels, each 155 feet in height, for 
no other merchant liner has four fun- 
nels, each of which, with a diameter 
of 24 feet, would easily make two for 
an ordinary ship. 


Built solely for passenger service, 


the Lusitania will require seven thou- 
sand tons of coal to fill her bunkers. 
The hull of the ship, which has an of- 
ficial measurement of 32.500 tous of 
approximately'forty-two cubic feet to 
the ton, has space for only six hundred 
tons of dead weight cargo—hardly as 
much as the smaller coastwise steam- 
ships that ply along the Atlantic coast. 
Only express freight, therefore, can be 
carried, and this item is scarcely reck- 
oned in tho receipts to be taken.in on 
each passage. 
As Vernon H. Brown, 


agent of the Cunard line in this coun- 
try, said a few days ago. the liner is 
for passengers alone. 


To ouild the Lusitania under the 


highest 
specifications 
for 
express 


service required such immense weights 
in material as never before went into 
the hull of a -liner. 
The "backbone" 


of the Lusitania is a kee! plate nearly 
790 feet long, five feet wide and three 
and three-quarter inches In thickness, 
which on the outside is flush with the 
bottom of the ship. 
Of the inside for 


the same length is the vertical keel. 
five feet high and one inch thick, and j erc-d good enough

The Lusitania's "ground tackle" is 


the strongest yet made, to hold the 45.-

side. 
The three anchors each weigh 


ten tons, and the 1,800 feet of so-called 
"cable" is composed of 22-Inch links, 
the iron of which is three and three- 
quarter inches in diameter, each link 
weighing about 150 pounds.

links have been tested to a strain of 
370 tons each. 


The carriage and housing 
of 550 


than 1.200 third class passengers have 
been provided for, and with officers 
and crew the Lusitania

This complement is not as large as 
some of the recent ships of smaller 
tonnaga. but in the Cunarder more 
space has been given over to the indi-

on a liner. 


The height between decks, ten and 
one-half feet, is more than the height 
of the rooms in modern dwellings, and 
insures a roominess that will be ap- 
preciated by ocean travelers. 


There are two electric elevators in 


the center of the ship for the use of 
passengers, and six others are install- 
ed for the handling of mails, baggage 
and express matter. 
The provision 


for natural light is very complete, 
there being 1.200 windows and side- 
lights, including 500 ventilating lights. 
For artificial illumination there are 
5,000 electric lights, the current for 
which is furnished through 200 miles 
of wire, some of these wires being one 
and one-half inches in diameter. A 
complete system of telephones in all

New York, Aug. 3.—Tyron Hall, tho 


new residence of C. K. G. Billings, 
well known as a.breeder of trolling 
horses, which has just been 
com- 


pleted at Fort Washington road and 
196th street, marks a novel departure 
in home building in New York. It is 
virtually a country place in the city. 
Surrounded by spacious grounds and 
commanding 
wide views of rural 


scenery, it is nevertheless on Man- 
hattan island, on the edge of the 
crowded metropolis and within easy 
reach of the theaters, the hotels and 
the business district. 


There is an interesting story of the 


development of the idea which re- 
sulted in the establishment of Tyron 
Hall. 
Mr. Billings bought several 


acres of land some years ago for the 
purpose of building a stable for his 
famous 
trotting 
horses 
which ho 


raced on the Speedway and he gave 
the commission to his architect, Guy 
Lowell. As the scheme progressed, 


Mr.'Billings took ;-.n active interest in 
the site, especially the fine views ui> 
;uid down the Hudson, and lie cle'- 
ckled to build a small lodge on the 
land across the road from the stable. 


Eventually not. alone the views but 


tho case with which the cottage could 
be reached, the opportunity to use 
horses and automobile!; and to keep 
a yacht in the river below convince:! 
Mr. Billings that, the site of the revo- 
lutionary Fort Tyron offered an ideal 
place for a summer home and Mr. 
Lowell was instructed to build a com- 
plete country place. 
The finished 


house is said to represent a cost of 
half a million dollars. 


Of the Louis XIV. style, the house 


proper is three stories high, while 
the tower is five. There are high 
roofs with peaked turrets, and the en- 
trance is under a porte-cochere from 
a formal esplanade in front. 
Inside 


is a large hall, decorated with Sienna 
marble and English oak, and here 
hang several of Mr. Billings' famous 
collection of modern paintings. From 
this a handsome marble and wrought 


rcn staircase leads to the second 
story. 


Immediately in front is a large cen- 


tral 
court 
or 
patio, 
running up 


through two stories and surrounded 
on the bedroom floor by a colonnaded 
passage. 
This court is bright with 


growing flowers and trailing vines 
hanging from the pergola, while tho 
sound of the fountain, the waters of 
which fall into a marble basin, adds 
to the sense of coolness. 
From this 


court, as in the European palaces, 
lead oft the various reception rooms. 
To the right is the large living room, 
panelled in Circassian walnut. 
To 


obtain these panels it was necessary 
to search the markets of Europe. 
Here also are some of Mr. Billings' 
paintings, and at the further end is a 
pipe organ. There is a choir organ 
in the adjoining court and an echo or- 
gan in the second story loggia, look- 
ing cut on tho court. 


Beyond, panelled in dark wood 


brought from the shores of the Black 
Sea, is the billiard room, where in 
daytime are ranged the hundreds of

Ji!e small bone in the.heel of his left 
foot was broken and it is so small that 
it can not be reset.

Sauers' cellar bone was broken and 
he received several internal injuries. 
Saners never knew what struck him 
for he was unconscious from the time 
he hit the pavement until he died.

How Accident Occurred. 


-~ There is no one who saw the men 


on the boards of the scaffolding at the 
time they began to spread, but there 
is. little doubt that the accident was 
caused by the slipping of the two-by- 
four plank upon which the scantling 
was resting. The men had put up the 


* scaffolding a little after 3 o'clock in 


order to paint the part of the build- 
iing above the second story line. They 
had just completed p ainting all with- 
in their reaach, as is shown by the 
boundaries, and were ^-working to^ 
wards the center to paint beneath the 
scaffolding, which was about thirty 
feet high. 
The 
fact 
that 
Sauers 


alighted on his head and Hite on his 
feet tends to the belief that Sauers 
was sitting down and Hite standing 
up. At this time the smaller plank 
which was tied on the inside only to 
prevent it> from tipping up, slipped 
outwards and the board fell through, 
precipitating the men to the pavement 
below. The other support was a four- 
by-four plank, 
about nine 
feet of 


which rested on the inside on a pile 
of. loose baords and it was the weight 
of this nine feet that the men counted 
upon for hplding.it stable. 


Hite Fell On Sauers. 


When the men were thrown down 


Dr: Bollman was passing along Cal- 
houn street and he rushed to the aid 
of the men. Hite, after alighting on 
Sauers' left breast with 
his 
feet, 


crawled away about eight feet and 
leaned up against the wall of the 
building. 
He seemed 
dazed for a 


while and then l^s^ to take notice 
of the surroundings nnd showed re- 
markable nerve ail through.

he was p laced on the stretcher he 
attempted to raise himself up, but 
could not. Dan Kane, of the Kane 
store, was working at a.desk near the 
alley door at the time of the accident 
and says that the sound of Sauers' 
hitting the ground sounded like a dull 
boom of a. distant gun.

ABSINTHE DRINKING. 


Attempts to Stem Curse of the French 


Nation. 


Absinthe-drinking 
has 
frequently 


been characterized as the cnrsa of 
modem France. Absinthe, which is 
distilled from alcohol in which worm- 
wood leaves have been crushed, is a 
peculiarly destructive drink. 
Its ef- 


fects are so much worse than those of 
any other alcoholic beverage that a 
commission was appointed some time 
ago to recommend some way of check- 
ing the ravages of the habit 
The 


committee has recommended that the 
manufacture of absinthe shall cease in 
a year, and that after two years its 
sale shall be forbidden. This report 
has been adopted .by the committee 
on hygiene of the chamber of depu- 
ties and reported to the chamber. It 
does not yet appear whether the na- 
tion is sufficiently roused to the evil 
to make certain the passage of the 
necessary law. The absinthe habit has 
a curious origin. The French soldiers 
in Algiers during the war of 1844-7 j 
were advised to mis wormwood with 
their wine to prevent or cure 
the 


fevers to which they were liable in 
' northern Africa. 
On their return to 


France they continued to put 
the 


wormwood in their wine, and intro- 
duced the drink to their friends, and 
soon the distillers put on the market 
what is now known as absinthe, with 
the bitter taste of the wormwood dis- 
guised by anise.

' ghost, the veil of the temple was rent 
in twain from the top to the bottom. 
This sacred screen, which had for so 
long a time concealed the most holy 
residence of the deity on earth, was 
violently torn asunder, exposing the 
awful place where God's presence was 
specially manifested. 


We can imagine the cry of horror 


which arose 
from 
the 
lips of the 


priests who were offering the evening 
sacrifice within sight of this won- 
derful omen. We can imagine the ter- 
ror of the worshipers who filled the 
courts below as the tidings fell upon 
their ears. And as the intelligence 
was conveyed with lightning speed 
from street to street of the city, "The 
veil of the temple is rent, the holy of 
holies is exposed!" men looked at one 
another in blank dismay. 


But it was no omen of evil which 


had occurred. It was rather an omen 
of good; for this rending of the veil 
of the temple was significant of great 
"and glorious truths. It spoke in clear- 
est tones these words: 
"The great 


work of atonement is now completed. 
The old dispensation has now come 
to an end. Its ritual worship is now 
to cease. The barriers erected by the 
ceremonial law are now cast down. 
The darkness which has prevailed is 
now to pass away in the clear reve- 
lation of the gospel. Full light is now 
to be let in upon the mysteries of the 
heavenly kingdom. Free access is 
now to be allowed into the presence 
o£ Jehovah. Every penitent and be- 
lieving sinner may now have bold- 
ness to enter into the holiest by the 
blood of Jesus. The Gentiles are now, 
equally with the Jews, embraced in 
the purpose of mercy, and whosoever 
will may be saved." 


Such are the cheering truths sym- 


bolized in that rent veil, and we gaze 
upon the omen, not with terror and 


ismay, but with 
unspeakable joy. 


3ver since man has be^n a sinner, he 


forth the doctrine of the divine in- 
habitation—God present and dwelling 
on earth. And the different degrees 
of approach to God. 


First. The outer wall of the tem- 


ple site enclosed an area about sis 
hundred feet square, inside of which 
was, first, the Court of the Gentiles, 
occupying the outer part of the area 
on all four sides. This was the larg- 
est court of all, and into it persons oi 
all nations were permited to enter. 
Here the 
Gentile proselytes wor- 


shiped. Beyond this court no persons 
who was not a Hebrew was permit- 
ted to go. 


The Courts of the Temple. 


Second. Inside the Court of the 


Gentiles and nine feet above it, ap- 
proached by a flight of twelve steps, 
was the Court of the Women; so 
called, not because it was exclusively 
occupied by persons of that sex, but 
because they were not ordinarily al- 
lowed to go further into the interior. 
This court was the place where the 
Hebrews of both sexes performed 
their worship when they appeared at 
the temple without bringing sacri- 
fices. 


Third. Inside of the Court of the 


Women and about ten feet above it, 
approached by a flight of 
fifteen 


steps, was the Court of Israel. Into 
this court the males of Israel were al- 
lowed to come, to attend on. the pub- 
lic services of religion and witness 
the offering of sacrifices and 
the 


solemn ceremonies that were per- 
formed in the interior adjoining court. 


Fourth. 
Inside of the Court of 


Israel, and about four feet above it, 
was the Court of the Priests. In this 
court were the brazen altar for burnt 
offerings, the molten sea In which the 
priests washed, the ten lavevs for 
washing the sacrifices, and the vari- 
ous utensils used in sacrificing. 


Fifth. In this Court of the Priests, 


and about nine feet above it, stood 
the Sanctuary or Temple 
proper. 


This, though built of costly materials, 
was not of imposing dimensions, be- 
ing only ninety feet long, thirty feet 
wide, and forty-five feet high. 
It 


faced the east, and, in addition to the 


of Christ, not only announces the end 
of the Mosaic ritual and the clearer 
revelation of the divine mysteries, but 
it also assures us that ail men may 
have free access 10 the 
mercy-seat. 


The ancient people of God were for- 
bidden to enter the most holy place in 
person. 
The High Priest, as their 


representative, entered for them to 
sprinkle the mercy-seat with blood on 
the great day of atonement, while they 
must stand at a distance. 
But Christ 


by his stoning death and vicarious 
sacrifice has opened the way through 
which every penitent and believing 
sinner may have free access to the 
mercy-seat. 
He is himself "the way." 


We need no longer fear to approach 
into the very presence of Jehovah. 
Though we are sinners, and he a Just 
and holy God; though we are con- 
scious of illdesert, and burdened with 
a sense of guilt, if we draw near to 
him, through Christ, we shall be ac- 
cepted. 


Nor are these precious privileges, 


symbolized in the rent veil, confined 
to the seed of Abraham according to 
the flesh. They are available to the 
whole world of mankind. The apostle 
Paul, in writing to the Ephesian con- 
verts, says: "He is our peace, who 
hath made both one, and hath broken 
down the middle wall of partition in 


the blood acd righteousness of Jesus. 
Would that we might mor^ and more 
realize that there need be no barrier 
be1 ween our souls and the .mercy-seat! 
"Having therefore, brethren, 
bold- 


ness to enter into the holiest by the 
blood of Jesus, by a new and living 
way which he haih eoasecraied lor us 
through the veil, that it to say, his 
nesn. let us draw near with a true 
heart, in ful! assurance of faith." 


Thus approaching the mercy-seat, 


with humble faith and holy boldness, 
we shall "obtain mercy aud fled grace 
to help in time of need." 
And at last 


we shall be admitted into the Holy of 
Holies, in the great sanctuary above, 
the temple not made with hands, eter- 
ual in tie heavens.

was the mercy-seat, made of gold, 
and overshadowed by two golden 
cherubim, whose wings met In the 
center, thus forming a kind of throne, 
upon .which God was supposed to be 
.present, hearing and answering pray- 
er, and dispensing mercy. 


Into this most sacred place no com- 


mon person, nor even an ordinary 
priest, ^ould go upon pain of death. 
Only the high priest was permitted 
to enter, and that but once in the 
year, on the great Day of Atonement. 
On this day, after complying with the 
required conditions, he offered a bul- 
lock and a goat as a sin-offering, and 
then entering the Holy of Holies he 
carried a censer of coals with in- 
cense, causing a fragrant cloud to fill 
the apartment, and then 
sprinkled 


'the mercy seat with the blood of the 
sin-offering. To preserve the secrecy 
of this most holy place, there was 
lung over the entrance a most beau- 
Jful and costly veil. 


Such was the temple at Jerusalem; 


a splendid structure in itself, and in 
:he form of its construction beautiful- 
y suggestive of an approach to God 
—this approach becoming closer as 
the worshiper, first in his own per- 
son, and then in the persons of the 
priests and high priest, gradually as- 
cended from court to court, and grad- 
uually approached to the center of 
the sanctuary, where, elevated above 
all the rest of the structure and sit- 
uated in its very interior, hidden 
from view by a mysterious veil, was 
the most holy place, the special resi 
dence of the Deity. 


Wonders of Calvary. 


"Within sight of the temple, just 


outside the walls of Jerusalem, was 
the elevation called Mount -Calvary, 
the scene of the crucifixion of our 
Saviour. Here, at the hour of the 
evening sacrifice, he was nailed to 
the accursed tree, to close in agony 
a life that had been full of hardship 
He had been "a man of sorrows nnc 
acquainted with grief, despised and 
rejected of men." Arid now, forsaken 
by his disciples, mocked and reviled 
by the excited mob which surround 
ed the cross, and, above ail, "smitten 
of God and afflicted," he was suffer 
ing a cruel and Ignominious death. 


When we consider all the circum 


stances 
accompanying this 
grea 


event, we may well .imagine that i 
would be attended with wonders anc 
prodigies. It was no ordinary person 
who hung upon the cross between two 
thieves. 
It was no ordinary death 


that was being suffered. The eterna 
Son of God, who had veiled his glon 
and become incarnate, was the suffer 
er. laying down the life which he hai" 
taken up. Nor was he a, debtor ti 
tfce broken law, that he should suffe 
its penalty. He was no sinner agains 
God, that be should endure his wraf 
afeJ curse. 
As a man he had bee 


just and holy, fulfilling the law an 
working righteousness, and yet he b< 
came obedient unto death. And as h 
hung upon the cross, his hands an 
feet pierced by the' cruel nails, hi 


as been conscious 
the need of 


the temple enclosure, which separated 
:he Court of the Gentiles from the in- 
terior courts into which Jews only had 
iberty to enter. 
And as the breaking 


down of this partition wall permits a 
nearer approach for the Gentiles, so 
also are they 
permitted to pass 


:hrough the rent veil into the immedi- 
ate presence of a reconciled God. Ah, 
yes! it is a blessed truth that, through 
the atoning sacrifice of Christ, all are 
welcome who 
come pleading the 


merits and atonement of Christ; all, 
all are accepted, who come trusting in

The End of the System. 


At the same time this system was 
esigned from the first to be only 
ypical in its nature, and temporary 
n its duration. The blood of bulls 
and goats could not cleanse from sin, 
nor could the offerings 
of a man's 


iubstance atone for the sins of his 
,oul. But these sacrifices were neces- 
ary and valuable as types of the one 
great sacrifice which was in the ful- 
ness of time to be offered, and as aids 
o the faith 
of the 
worshiper in a 


roapective Saviour. Hence when the 
^ord Jesus Christ appeared, offering 
himself a sacrifice for the sins cf the 
world, the old dispensation, with its 
symbolical rites and ceremonies, was 
ibrogatetl. And when, at his death, 
he veil which concealed the "most 
loly place" was rent, it was an em- 
jha'tin announcement of the fact that 
;ven the most solemn and impressive 
ceremonies of the Mosaic ritual were 
to be celebrated no longer, and that 
a pure spiritual worship was to take 
.heir place. 


Again, this event announced that 


full light was now to be let in upon 
the mysteries of the heavenly king- 
dom. The veil of the temple was for 
concealment, and it-was a capital p£- 
'ense for any one to view the interior 
of the most holy place except the high 
priest, and he but once in the year 
with imposing ceremonies. 
This was 


a sign of the darkness of the old dis- 
pensation. In the Old Testament the 
•rue plan of salvation is set forth and 
the sacrifice of Christ is held up to 
view as the only ground of the sin- 
ner's reconciliation with God. Yet in 
the Old Testament scriptures these 
precious truths lack the clearness 
with which the 
gospel sets them 


forth. The light of the old dispensa- 
tion may be compared to the rays 
which shoot up from the as yet un- 
risen sun, tinging 
the horizon, and 


casting a glimmering light over the 
hemisphere, while the Christian dis- 
pensation is characterized by the glor- 
ious effulgence of noonday. 


As the death of the Son of God up-

best way to fight "bad saloons" was 
by substituting

saloon," 


where men would be urged to drink 
only in moderation. 
In spite of this 


signal failure there are some who 
still argue for "church saloons," with 
the idea that it is not the alcohol but 
the environment in which it is com- 
monly sold that ruins men. But all 
who are abreast with the latest scien- 
tific studies of alcohol know that it 
inflames evil passions wherever-and 
by whomsoever sold. The spirituous 
is" the opposite of the spiritual. "Be 
not overcome of wine, but be filled 
with the Spirit." 
"Liquor is the 


devil's way Into a man, and a man's 
way to the devil." 


Alcohol Excluded from Church. 
The supreme lesson of this story 


of young priests ruined by drink is 
that alcohol has no business inside 
the church, whether in pulpit or pew. 
The churches most, advanced on the 
temperance question not only exclude 
liquor dealers from membership, but 
require abstinence of preachers and 
members. 
Other churches fall short 


of this, but the advances are all in 
that direction. Surely no Christian 
has a right to do what if all the world 
followed his example, as some are 
sure to do. would produce more harm 
than good. A wine glass in a pulpit 
is "strange fire>'' indeed. Few church- 


es vvouiil tolerate it. But how is it 
any better for the preacher to drink 
at banquets or at his own table? and 
surely no Christian has a right to do 
what he would not like to see his 
preacher do.. "Abstain from every 
form of evil" "is the divine order for 
us all. 


2. The folly of Nadab and Abihu 


(due partly to wine, no doubt) was 
a match for their wickedness. The 
use of intoxicants by young men to- 
day is yet more foolish, for fifty-one 
per cent of the employers in the Unit- 
ed States discriminate in favoij of em- 
ployees who keep the fuddling alco- 
hol away from their brains.
